Dry Food. 

There are numerous disadvantages ne- 
cessarily attending the feeding of neat 
stock exclusively on dry food. Horses, 
oxen — and, in short, all domestic ani- 
mals — fed on cut hay in a dry state ob- 
stinately refuse after a time to consume all 
that is given them, They become fasti- 
dious and consequcnily less healthy mid 
thrifty in condition than when fed partly oil 
moist or succulent food,, 

The New England Farmer says that the 
process which experincc has demonstrated 
to be most judicious and economical, and, 
at the same time the best adapted to pro- 
mote the several objects contemplated by 
the feeder, is the following; 

A through or other suitable vessel of 
sufficient capacity, is to bo provided and 
into which a sufficiency of cut oat, rye, or 
wheat straw, , stalks, or luty, is to be put 
to furnish all the animals with a single 
meal. For every three animals to he fed, 
put four quarts of meal, with just enough, 
water to moisten it and let it stand for 
several hours or if practicable, till incipi- 
ent fermentation commenced, and has r. 
slight acidity is perceptible. In this state-
